The New Bill. 


New York Sun: The new alien land tenure bill, 
which the California Senate passed, was drawn by 
Attorney-General U. S. Webb, who seems to have 
concluded that the time had come for the Pro- 
gressives to stop playing politics and retire from 
an indefensible position. In the second section 
of the treaty of 1911 the privileges of the Jap- 
anese are recognized. This second section of 
the Webb bill is in effect an enactment of Section 
1 one of the treaty with Japan, which accords her 
subjects the privilege “to own or lease and occupy 
houses, manufactories, warehouses and shops” 
and “to lease land for residential and commercial 
purposes.” 

Japan could not take exception to the Webb 
bill if enacted, since {it does not deny the right 
of Japanese subjects under Ahe treaty with the 
United States to own buildings, houses, etc. 
or to lease land for residential and commercial 
purposes. The Webbd.bill ought to be satisfactory 
to American farmers and fruit growers, because 
it alms to promote a strict construction of treaty 
privileges. 

New Question Involved. 

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: Senator Birdsall, the 
Placer County man who for 10 years has been ad- 
vocating an alien land owner law in California, 
propounds a somewhat staggering proposition— 
that ia, as far as the national administration is 
concerned. “Have we the right to enact such 
legislation” he asks. If we have not, then the 
act would be offset automatically by the consti- 
tution and existing treaty rights.” The amended 
bill js believed to be constitutional, inasmuch as 
it merely limits ownership to citizens and to those 
eligible to citizenship. Somewhat similar laws are 
in force in a number of: states. The result in 
California, however, will be again to raise the 
question of naturalization of Japanese, and here 
is where the serious trouble will begin.

and with whom the Princéss has beén on extremely 
friendly terms. ; 

Her separation from the Prince of Monaco was 
legalized eleven years ago, but .as both are Cath- 
Clics it has never been recognized by the church.

field. The distributing houses have al- 
ready begun to manufacture large quan- 
tities of the goods they sell. The dry 
goods houses have numerous specialty 
factories; the wholesale hat houses are 
manufacturing a very considerable por- 
tion of the high-grade hats; the hard- 
ware people are taking up manufactur- 
ing. With the natural advantages for 
manufacture, with railroad facilities 
for the distribution of the products 
throughout the entire country, and with 
the interest in a revival of river*traffic, 
which, when the plans now well under 
way are completed, will afford cheap 
water transportation, no city in the 
country has such good manufacturing 
opportunities to offer as St. Louls, 

“As a city of homes, St. Louis is 
without competition. Where in the 
United States will you find a replica 
of Westmoreland place, Portland place, 
Washingjton terrace or Lonefellow 
boulevard? Where will you find a Cab- 
anne or a West End such as in St. 
Louis? The Fifth avenue homes of the 
New York millionaires would present 
a sorry spectacle set down alongside 
the beautiful Westmoreland and Port- 
land place homes. There is only a com- 
paratively small section of the city, 
built up before the days of street rail- 
way transportation, where the+homes 
are without front lawns.

“Before leaving the subject of homes. 
however, I would show the inquirer 8st.

‘eriminatory and therefore equally 
objectionable to Japan. 
Urges Limit on Operation. 

If a law must pass, he urged that 
it be limited in its operation to two 
years in order that meanwhile di- 
plomacy might so improve the inter- 
national situation that re-enac{ment 
by the next Legislature would be un- 
necessary. This suggestion, which 
‘had not yet reached the President, 
the sald, was made “for the consid- 
eration of those who have yet to act 
upon the subject.” 

Secretary Bryan said in part: 

|. “as I am departing this afternoon 
yfor Washington, I deem it proper 
ithat I should say a final word to 
Syou. My coming at the President's 
request upon the mission that 
brought me was unusual and yet in 
ithe President's opinion not only 
fright in principle, but wise in pol- 
sicy. It was in keeping with his own

‘liver @ message to Congress. 

“T need not recount the experi-

Bryan Thanks Californmiana 

In summing up, Secretary Bryan 
rehearsed the objections and sugges- 
tions of the President already made 
public and concluded: 

“Having performed the duty !m- 
posed upon me by the Chief Execa- 
tive of the naticn, my work is done. 
You have listened patiently and cour- 
teously and now the responsibility 
Fests upon you to do what you deem 
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ter states, and sharing with them an 
interest in and responsibility for In- 
ternational relations. 

“You are fortunate in this State 
in having the initiative and referen- 
dum. The initiative spurs you on to 
do that which you believe your peo: 
ple want done, while the referendum 
empowers those for whom you speak 
to- put their vote upon your acts if 
you fail to reflect their wishes. lit 
may be assumed, therefore, that if 
you feel it your duty to enact any 
legislation on this subject at this 
time, your people will either manifest 
their approval by acquiescence or 
their disapproval by submitting your. 
action to the judgment of the voters 
by means of referendum. 

“I leave you with renewed assur- 
ances of the President's friendly con- 
cern in the subject with which you 
are dealing and of my appreciation 
of the kind reception which you have 


accorded me as his spokesman.” 
The passage of the alien land law 


in spite of ,the softening clause per- 
mitting the leases to ineligible for- 
eigners is regarded by Gov. Johnson 
as a great victory for the people of 
the State. 

“We have done the big thing,” said 
the Governor today. “When this bill 
has passed the Assembly, we shall 
have made it impossible for aliens 
who are ineligible to citizenship to 
get a foothold on California land 

“As for leases, I may say that evy- 
ery bill that has been considered 
seriously has contained a clause au- 
thorizing leases.” 

Basis of Japanese Protest. 

The protests of Japan against the Cali- 
fornia alien land legislation is based on 
Article 1 of the treaty proclaimed April 
5, 1911, which is as follows: 

Article 1. The citizens or subjects 
of each of the high contracting par- 
ties shall have liberty to enter, travel 
and reside in the territories of the 
other, to carry on trade, wholesale 
and retail, to own or lease, and oc- 
cupy houses, manufacturies, ware- 
houses and shops, and to employ

Marshall Points Out Realty 
Ownership Might Open Citi- 
zenship Question. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—Talking to 
the Post-Dispatcn correspondent, _ re- 
garding the California Japanese situa- 
tion, Vice-President Marshall said to- 
night: 

“I was asked for my opinion on the 
legal phase of the California contro- 
versy by an Indiana newspaper cor- 
respondent and I told him that I did 
not know anything about the Japanese 
treaty, but did know that treaty obli- 
gations take precedence over state 
laws. 

“I said that I had not had time to 
examine into the matter carefully, but 
it is my recollection that there has been 
no appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States on a state’s refusal to 
naturalize Orientals. 


“I added that, while it is none of my 

business, if I were in California and 
did not want the Orientals to become 
citizens, I would scrutinize very care- 
fully any legislation as to rea! estate, 
because that might open the question 
of citizenship before the United States 
Supreme Court., 
» “IT hope that what I say will have 
nothing to do with the negotiations now 
going on, for I am speaking only of 
the legal whase of the matter.” — 

What Marshall had in mind, its that 
an alien, if turned down when he ap- 
plies for naturalization papers, cannot 
appeal to the Supreme Court, but if he 
has land—real estate of any kind—he 
always has a right to appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the land.

Adopts Platform 
for World Reform

1. The platform records the _ sin- 
cere satisfaction of the Congress at the 
substantial progress that has been made 
by the movement for world peace since 
the meeting of the Third Congress at 
Baltimore two years ago. 

2. It particularly expressed its 
high appreciation of tke unique servicés 
to the cause of international aritra- 
tion rendered by former President Taft 
in negotiating the treaties with Great 
Britain and France. These _ treaties 
constitute the high-water mark of the 
arbitration movement on its practical 
side up to the present time, and tlie 
Congress records its deep regret that 
they wete not ratified by the Senate 
with their full significance preserved. 

Recognizes Public Sentiment. 

8. Not less significant, the Peace Con- 
gress recognizes the noteworthy en- 
largement and deepening of public sen- 
timent on the part of nearly all classes 
throughout the country in favor of pa- 
cific settlement of all international con- 
troversies, as evidenced by the immense 
number of letters and memorials re- 
ceived by Senators during the discus- 
sion of the arbitration treaties. 

4. The Congress rejoices in the 
failure of the military pay bill to become 
law and urges the people of the nation 
to be on their guard against allowing 
any such system to be established as 
will ultimately fasten on the nation a 
great and burdensome military estab- 
lishment, like those of the old world, 
for which our great country has no 
need. 

5.—The Congress congratulates the 
country on the failure for two years 
ir succession of the two battleship pro- 
gram, believing that the nation is so 
completely protected by its geographical 
situation, the great strength of its peo- 
ple and the universal friendship of the 
other nations that it does not need to 
go any further in naval rivalry with 
other powers. 

6. The Congress respectfully urges

BELIZE, British Honduras, May 8.

This congress records its warm appre- 
ciation of this federation of peace forces 
and expresses th» sincere wish that suf- 
ficient resources may be found to carry 
it forward to much greater complete- 
ness. : 

Hopes for Opium Suppression. 

12. The Congress rejoices at the re- 
markable success which hag been at- 
tained by the government of China ‘n 
this century long and truly heroic effurt 
to suppress the. opium traffic. It like- 
wise expresses the warmest hope that 
the approaching [International Opium 
Conference, to be held at The Hague in 
June, 1918, may consummate the great 
reform so devoutly desired for China 
and lovers of human progress. 

14. This Congress, moreover, records

OF BABY ‘POMPOM? 


She Sails With Brown-Eyed Lad 
to Get Him From “‘the Buzz- 
ing of People’s Tongues.” 


“ALL MY LIFE+MY HOPE” 


Declares Boy, 2% Years Old, 
Shall Never Know of Her Past 
if She Can Help It.

NEW YORK, May 3.—Evelyn Nes- 
bit Thaw and her infant son, ‘Russell, 
were passengers on the: outgoing 
Olympic today. With a mad, Mrs. 
Thaw slipped on to the boat before 
the rush of passengers and sought 


retreat, in the two staterooms she 
had engaged. During the clatter of 
farewells from friends to seagoers, 
the woman who was once the central 
figure in New York’s most sensation- 
al murder case sat behind closed 
blinds and played with a roly-poly 
baby boy. 

When a correspondent found her 
there, Evelyn Thaw raised her eye- 
brows in a little gesture of disap- 
pointment. 

“I had hoped,” she began, “that 
‘Pom-Pom’ and I might slip away 
from New York without notice. Il 
am trying to bury myself out of the 
way of all publicity, but egince you 
have discovered me, why, you must 
come in and be introduced to my son 
Russell. It is the first time that 
Russell has been introduced to a 
newspaper man, and you will be the 
last if I can only contrive to stay 
out of sight.” 

Face of a Mother. 

Mrs. Thaw wore a blue tailor-made 
gown, open at the throat and re- 
lieved with little touches of white 
lace. Her face was not that which 
has become familiar throughout the 
whole continent by reason of much 
printing; there was on it a more 
subdued, a grave afr. It was the 
face of a mother, not a girl of the 
chorus. 

She led the ‘interviewer over to 
where a pudgy boy, dark-haired and 
brown-eyed, sat in a knitted jacket 
and tasseled knit cap on an uphol- 
stered bench, pulling at the petals 
of a rose. 

“This is ‘Pom-Pom,’” she _ said, 
gravely. “He is my son. He is 2% 
years old. Before long he will be 
old enough for his litle ears to be 
filled with the buzzing of people’s 
tongues. Just think, I have only a 
few years left in which to bury all 
that has passed before these little 
ears will be wise enough to hear— 
to hear things that would not be 
good for my son.” 

“He Is All My Life.” 

The mother sat down, lifted the 
boy to a perch on the edge of a fold- 
ing table and began to “patty cake” 
with his chubby fists. 

“Listen and please—please ‘try to 
believe I speak the truth. And please 
try to understand me if I talk about 
Evelyn Nesbit,” the mother said, 
turning grave eyes to the face of the 
interviewer. 

“This is my dearest little ‘Pom- 
Pom.’ He is, now, all my life—all my 
hope—everything. His baby hand 
holds my whole life in its dimpled 
palm—just look: what a tiny hand to 
hold so serious a burden. 

“*Pom-Pom’ does not know that I 
am Evelyn Nesbit. He does not 
know that my name has been on peo- 
ple’s lips over all the world for 
nearly seven years; that more col. 
umns of newspaper print have been 
devoted to me than to the Balkan 
War; that I have been called by ev- 
ery hateful name in the vocabulary 
of a dozen languages. 

Out of the Dark to Lead Her. 

“Fie has come to me out of the dark 
years to lead me to new life. Though 
I can never forget ‘the notorious 
Evelyn Nesbit,’ my baby shall never 
know such a woman existed if I 
can guard his ears from gossip. From 
now on everything of the past is 
gone from me and in future it {s only 
a mother and her boy, the one living 
for the other as mothers have done 
since the world began. 

“It will be hard—oh, so hard, to 
keep from his little ears what should 
not come there, If I live in America, 
there will be kindly souls to tell the 
boy much, and—and—yes, to ask 
questions of him. I will send him to 
an English school when he grows up. 
I will always be near him to put my 
hands over his ears.”

A CITIZEN OF U 


High Caste East Indian, After 2 
Years’ Fight, First of Race 
to Get Papers. 


APPLICATION ONCE DENIED 


Seattle Court Accepts Akhay 
Kumar Mozumdar’s Claim 
That He Is a Caucasian. 


By Associated Press. 
SPOKANE, Wash., May $.—Akhay 


Kumar Mozumdar, a Hindu of high 
caste, today beéame a citizen of the 
United States. He is theAirst of his 
race to whom United States citizen- 
ship has been granted. Two years 
of litigation to that end was brought 


to a close when United States Dis- 
trict Judge Rudkin held that Mozum- 
dar was a “free white person” and 
entitled to American citizenship. 

Mozumdar is a native of Calcutta, 
India, and a Yogi philosopher. His 
application for citizenship previously 
had been denied by Judge Rudkin. 
The case was reopened when the 
court appointed outside counsel to 
investigate. Previous legal rulings 
were looked into with little avail. 
Few instances of Hindus applying for 
citizenship have ever come up before 
the naturalization department. 

Mozumdar’s eligibility to citizenship 
hinged on the question whether he is a 
‘free white person,” as used in the 
original naturalization act. 

Judge’s Opinion in Case. 

Judge Rudkin, in his opinion, says: 
“In the original naturalization act the 
expression, ‘free white persons,’ was 
doubtless primarily intended to include 
the white emigrants from northern Eu- 
rope with whom the Congress of that 
day was famillar, and to exclude In- 
dians and persons of African descent or 
nativity. 

“Beyond this, perhaps, Congress had 
no definite object in view. It could not 
have foreseen the vast immigration 
problems with which the Government is 
now confronted, or the difficulties 
which might hamper and embarrass the 
courts in the administration of the law. 

“But whatever the original intent 
may have been, it is now settled by 
the great weight of authority, at least, 
that it was the intention of Congress to 
confer the privilege of naturalization 
upon members of the Caucuasian race 
only, 

“It is likewise true that certain of the 
natives of India belong to that race, al- 
though the line of demarcation between 
different castes and classes may be dim 
and difficult of ascertainment. 


; Mozumdar’s Claim 
‘I fully appreciate the fact that the 


lineage of the applicant in these mat- 
ters*must rest largely if not entirely 
upon his own testimony and that the 
courts may be imposed upon, but they 
must administer the law as best they 
can until Congress sees fit to prescribe 
a more definite rule for their guidance. 

“The testimony in this case satis- 
fles me that the applicant has brought 
himself within the provisions of the 
naturalization acts and he will be 
admitted to citizenship accordingly, 
upon the taking of the oath pre- 
scribed by law.” 

In his statement to the court Moz- 
umdar said: 

“I come from the northern part of 
India, or Hindustan proper. I am a 
high caste Hindu of pure blood be- 
longing to what is known as the war. 
rior or ruling caste. The high caste 
Hindus always consider themselves 
to be members of the aryan race and 
their native term for Hundustan is 
Ayravartha, which means country or 
lands of the Artans.’

FIUND DEAD, SHOT 
“BYHER OWN GUN 


Inquest Verdict Is i iieiieeaile 
of Famous Old Family Died 
as Result of Accident.

LONDON, “May 3.—Soclety was 


shocked today bythe death of Countess 
Cottenham, who was fvund shot through 


the heart, in the woods near the fam- 
ily residence, Elvendon Priory, Goring- 
on-Thames, Oxfordshire, which is near 
Henley. At the inquest the jury 
turned a@ verdict of death by ‘“‘misad- 
venture caused by the accidental firing 
of a gun which Lady Cottenham was 


‘| carrying.”’ 


Coroner Cooper, summing up, said the 
evidencé was simple; that probably Her 
Ladyship slipped wher carrying the 
gun in @ more or less insecure fashion, 
and she received the charge in the 
breast. 

From the doctor's evidence it seemed 
probable that she lived only a few 
minutes after the shot, and that while 
dying she moved away a few feet and 
propped herself against a tree. There 
was not a shred of evidence to suggest 
anything but death from an unfortunate 
accident, 

Countess Careless With Guns. 

The Countess: was an expert shot and 
was familiar to the point of careless- 
ness with. guns, 

Lord Cottenham, who is the fourth of 
the title, testified that he found the 
body in the woods after returning from 
a short journey with one of his sons, 
who was returning to school. His wife, 
he said, had been in her usual spirits, 
quite cheerful, and in the morning had 
walked about the garden with her sons. 
A policeman testified to the finding of 
two unused cartridges, also valuable 
jewelry, in the pockets of the Countess. 

The tragedy hag_rekindled interest in 
a long line of scandals involving the 
Countess, her husband and various 
members of the Neville family to which 
she belongs. Most recent of them was 
the arrest of a Miss Robinson for im- 
personating her ladyship in London, on 
the Continent and in South America. 
Just when the public anticipated an- 
other sensation the Countess contented 
herself with having the young woman 
give a bond not to repeat the offense. 
The mystery of the affair was not 
cleared. 

Cottenham Pepys‘ Descendant. 

The Countess was one of the 
beautiful twin daughters of the Mar- 
quis of Abergavenny and was born 
in 1866. She married first the Hon. 
John Leigh, of an old and wealthy 
family. After a few years, in 1899, 
he divorced her, naming the Earl of 
Cottenham, a descendant of the fa- 
mous diarist, Samuel’ Pepys, as Cco- 
respondent. They weré married a 
few hours after the divorce decree 
became absolute. 

At the time of the marriage to Leigh 
the Earl of Cottenham was an infant in 
petticoats. They were happy until 
Cottenham grew up and became one 
of the best foxhound riders in En- 
gland. Leigh noticed that his wife 
and young Cottenham were much to- 
gether. They golfed frequently and 
she often was to be seen riding on 
the best of the horses of the Bicester 
hunt. He did not think seriously of 
this until ugly rumors reached his 
ears. 

Detectives hired by Leigh took him 
to a hotel near Leicester square. 
They burst tnto a room and found 
Lady Leigh and Cottenham. Leigh 
threw the proprietor of the hotel 
downstairs and had to be restrained 
from killing Cottenham. 

The Countess was s0 much older 
than her second husband that at the 
time of her marriage in 1899 satirical 
society journals said she was “old 
enough to be her husband's mother.” 
For a time the couple were ostra- 
cized absolutely. Then they began 
to win their way back, but unlike 
many other aristocratic ladies in the 
same circumstances Lady Cottenham 
never entirely regained her position 
in society. 

She Had Baboon for Dinner Guest. 

Her Ladyship was the first woman 
in society to introduce a baboon as a 
guest at dinner. 

The Neville family, once one of the 
proudest In England, has been unfor- 
tunate In the present § generation. 
Lady Cottenham’s brother, Lord WIl- 
liam Neville, was sent to seven years 
penal servitude for a fraud on Capt. 
Spencer Clay, now the husband of 
Pauline Astor, daughter of Willlam 
Waldorf Astor. Lord Neville subse- 
quently served a second term for 
fraud on a pawnbroker, being con- 
victed of substituting coal for jew- 
els in a box. Lady Cottenham’s eld- 
est brother, the Earl of Lewes, heir 
to the family title, is mentally defi- 
cient. Her twin-sister had the mis- 
fortune to marry Earl Cowley as his 


him. The Marquis of Abergavenny, 
father of these’ unfortunates, !{s a 
county magnate of the old style and 
under Disraeli was a great power In 
the Tory party.

LONDON, May 3.—The 
Prof England and Scotland 
high pitch of excitement 
the suffragette situation. The Scot- 
land Yard detective raid on the Suf- 
fragette headquarters, instead uf 
squelching the militant women, has 
only served apparently to stir them 
to greater activity. Trials in London, 
fires and other outrages here and 
there; the presence within the last 
few days of Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, 
the wealthy American ‘suffragist 
leader, and her repetition here of her 
warning to American men to wake 
up or be prepared for the introduc- 
tion of English suffrage methods, 
and of Mrs. Carrie Chapman Calt, 
ardent votes-for-women advocate 
from America, and the trials and trib- 
ulations of the defiant Mrs. Emeline 
Pankhurst, English suffragette lead- 
er—these are a few of the features 
of the situation, 
Public School Is Fired. 

In Aberdeen, Scotland, this morn- 
ing, one of the public schools was 
partly burned by militant’ suffra- 
gettes. The damage was $2500. Suf- 
frage literature was found scattered 
about the building 

At Bradford, England, extensive 
sheds belonging to the Midland Rail- 
road, containing much freight, burned 
last night, with a loss of $500,000. 
Nineteen loaded freight cars and 
quantities of dry gocds and carpets 
were destroyed. The militant suffra- 
gists were suspected of arson, but 
there was no prvoof against them. 
Firemen discuverd evidence that the 
fire was incendiary. 

Consternation was caused by the 
discovery of a bottle of nitroglycerin 
at the Tube. Station, Piccadilli Cir- 
cus. It was immediately suspected 
that some suffragists had abandoned 
mere plans for destroying property 
and were resolved to force their ter- 
ror of human life. An explosion at 
this station at aimost any hour might 
kill hundreds. 

Chemist Is Arraigned. 

The six militant suffragettes ar- 
rested in the raid on the headquar- 
ters of the Women’s Social and Po- 
litical Union were arraigned in Bow 
street and remanded till Monday, bail 
only being allowed in the case of 
Sydney Drew, printer of The Suffra- 
gette, and Miss Laura Lennon, the 
latter on a doctor’s certificate. 

Edward K. Clayton, a chemical an- 
alyist of Richmond, was arragned. 
Letters were produced said to have 
been written by him, which the po- 
lice allege showed him to be con- 
necetd with the militants’ plans. 

George Lansbury, formerly’ So- 
cialist member of Parliament, a milli- 
tant suffragist, was bound over at 
Bow street, in the sum of $10,000, to 
keep the peace for a year. He was 
brought up on a charge based on a 
statute of Hdward III of inciting to 
crime and misdemeanor.

STRANGELY SLAIN 
AT nS HOME 


“Red Bill’? Steele, Owner of Wil- 
son Creek Battlefield, Found 
Dead by Son. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 3.—The 
failure of scores of men who followed 
bloodhounds in the search for some 
clue to the slayer of William Steele, 
the Christian County farmer who was 
shot in his home last night, and the 
absence of any apparent motive for 
the crime tonight leaves the murder 
of the wealthy recluse as much a 
mystery as it wes last night when 
the body was discovered. Steele, 


who was worth about $100,000, was 
@ money lender and was firm about 
his collections. 

Both revenge and rubbery, which 
were first advanced as possible mo- 
tives for the killing, have been put 
aside by the authorities who are 
lcooking for other reasons for the 
murder, 

Steele was 65 years old and had 
two sons and two daughters. The 
body was discovered by John Steele, 
the elder son, whose suspicions were 
aroused when he saw a lamp burning 
in the dining room at the house later 
than his father’s usual bedtime. He 
had been out with a fishing party 
and was returning at 10 o’clock when 
he passed the homestead. 

It was at first rumored that some 
person had shot Steele on account of 
a land deal, but little credence is 
being placed in this theory. A re- 
port of robbery gained circulation 
when it was learned that Steele had 
consulted with a dealer in automo- 
biles relative to the purchase of two 
machines. This motive was elimi- 
nated to a large extent by the discov- 
ery of $65 in cash on the person of 
the dead man and the finding of other 
valuables in the house. 


Steele was well known here as 
“Red Bill” Steele. He owned large 
tracts of land south of Springfield 
and was an extensive cattle raiser. 
His home ranch is located on the bat- 
tlefleld of Wilson Creek. He had 
lived alone since the death of his 
wife three years ago. 

The part of the battlefield covered 
by the Steele farm is known as the 
“burial place” of Gen. Franz Sigel's 
Watteries. Sigel commanded one of 
the two wings of the little army that 
attacked the Confederates in the 
summer of 1861 and his command was 
cut to pieces and put to rout. The 
Steele farm is on the line between 
Green and Christian counties. Shgr- 
iffs of both counties have been seek- 
ing the murderer with posses. 
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WIDE STREET AND 
DAMAGES HOMES 


Electric Shop and Organ Factory 
Are Destroyed and Wind 
Adds to Losses. 


Fire leaped a gap of 200 Feet yes- 
terday afternoon, when sparks from 
the burning electrical repair shop of 
George E. Wade, 6137 Wagner av- 
enue, were blown across an alley, 
over buildings on the south side of 
Page boulevard, and across the 
broad street to the home of James 
McDonaugh and James Moloney, at 
6137 Page boulevard. 

The electrical shop was destroyed, 
Ferdinand Konrad’s adjoining pipe 
organ factory was also destroyed, 
and the McDonagh-Moloney residence 
and that of Mrs. M. Gough, 6148 Page 
boulevard, were damaged. 

The fire, which started from crossed 
wires in the electric shop, was not 
discovered until it had spread to 
Konrad’s organ factory. A high 
wind, carrying the sparks to Page 
boulevard, caused consternation along 
that street, and men and women be- 
gan moving their household goods 
out of a number of homes. 

Mrs. McDonaugh was standing on 
the porch of her home, watching the 
fire on Wagner avenue, when a 
neighbor shouted to her that her 
roof: was burning. The fire at Mrs. 
Gough’s started several minutes lat- 
er. The nearest fire plug was on the 
Hodiamont car line, a block and a 
half distant, and the firemen had 
much trouble in getting water. 

Wade's loss is estimated by him at 
$1500 on building and stock, Kon- 
rad, who had just completed a pipe 
organ, estimates his loss at $2000, 
and the organ factory building, owned 
by Mrs. D. Schwenk, was damaged 
about $1000. The damage to the resi- 
dences is figured at $1200 to $1500.

LEVEE EMPLOYES 


TELL REVOLTING 
TALE OF CAMP LIFE 


Government Workers Say They 
Had Miserable Food and Their 
Quarters Were Filthy. 


Sixty laborers who were employed 
on’ the Government work in protec- 
tion of the Mississippi River levees 
during the recent flood have just ar- 
rived in St. Louis, and their spokes- 


men, Xavier H. Leder and Frank Lu- 
bahn, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
last night that they would sign and 
present to Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son a petition of grievances. 

Leder and Lubahn said that they 
were members of a camp of 406 men 
housed in three quarter boats off 
Fair, Ark. Their boat was No. 2021 
of the Government service and was 
occupied by 150 men, who had a 
space of 82 by 26 feet in which to 
Sleep, eat and live. Two other boats, 
they said, quartered negroes. 

Most of the white men, Leder said, 
were employed for about 37 days, 
beginning in the latter part of 
March. He and 15 others, already 
in the Government service at Mem- 
phis, were impressed for levee work, 
declared he, although they were wun- 
willing to go, by a threat that the 
pay due them would be forfeited if 
they refused. 

Black Molasses Served. 

Aceording to Leder, an important 
constituent of their food was mo- 
lasses of such colgr and consistency 
that it was nicknamed “black-strap.” 
This was combined with chunks of 
meat almost too tough to. chew, 
musky cornbread and grits. There 
was neither milk, eggs nor butter. 

Their midday meal was taken to 
them in skiffs from the boat galleys, 
and they stood in a row, while a 
negro ladled out to each his piece of 
meat, spoonful of beans, cabbage or 
rice, and a potato. 

“On rainy days,” Leder said, “and 
we had plenty of them, the last men 
in the line would receive their meat 
drenched, their beans made into bean 
soup and their cornbread converted 
into mush.” 

“Each morning,” continued Leder, 
“the men were driven on board the 
barge on which we were towed to 
work. I say ‘driven’ because all the 
foremen carried heavy sticks or ax- 
handles. A few of them had revol- 
vers, and sometimes the fleet fore- 
man took his position over the gal- 
lery of the quarterboat with a rifle 
in his hands. Occasionally every 
man was searched for concealed 
weapons. 

“Once a white man, . protesting 
against having a stick flourished over 
his head, was mercilessly beaten in 
the presence of hundreds of men, 
white and black. He was then put 
afoot on the levee and told to ‘hike’ 
to Memphis for his money. 


Leggards Told te Hike. 


“If a man lagged during his 10 
hours of labor at filling and carry- 
ing on his shoulders heavy sacks full 
of mud, he was told to walk to 
Memphis for his money, or promised 
a chance to try some levee work 
‘across the river’—meaning in the 
convict camps. 

“Many of them were sick, some 
with malaria, and the older men with 
rhumatism, but unless unable to walk 
they were compelled to work. 

“During my 387 days’ stay in the 
camp, soap was issued only twice, 
once at the beginning and once at 
the erd of that period. It is true 
it would have done us little good, for 
we had to work 10 hours every day, 
including Sundays, which left us lit- 
tle time to wash our clothes or air 
our bedclothes. Consequently most 
of the men were hopelessly dirty. 
Many threw away underclothing and 
took some 100-pound’ flour sacks, of 
which we had a few hundred among 
the supply of levee sacks, and after 


making.a hole in the center of the 


bottom for the head and two holes 


for the arms in the sides, wore them 


instead of undershirts. 

“Although there was plenty of to- 
bacco in the commissary, we were 
refused the slightest morsel except 
for cash, of which few of us could 
boast. We were told that we could 
have no.oredit and that we oonld@ not 
be paid a cent until the work wag fin- 
ished. Those who smoke will appre- 
ciate how cruelly. this regulation was 
felt. 

Kntves and Forks Searee, 

“If the Governnient epgineers had 
walked. into our measroom at meal 
time they would have’seen, during 
the entire period of our work, about 
60 men-eating wholly with their fin- 
gers, neither knivés, forks nor spoons 
being available for one-third of us. 
The 150 of us had only three buckets 
with which to wash ourselves. 

“One man became so ill with mal- 
aria that he could not work. He 
begged to be paid the money he had 
earned so that he could go to Mem- 
phis for treatment. He wag told that 
he could be taken by boat to Mem- 
phis, but that he would be get adrift 
there, as his wages could not be paid 
until all the work was finished. Two 
other men who rebelled against the 
food were discharged, and when they 
asked for their wages, were instruct- 
ed to walk to Memphis ana get 
them.” 

Leder is 61 years old and has been 
for most of his life an itinerant 
worker. He is living at 519 Market 
street. Lubahn is married ana lived 
in Minneapolis until hard times com- 

pelled him to enlist tn the army of 
levee workers.

“This early preparation looks a 
little suspicious,” said Judge Graves, 
“Was it not Solomon who. said 
that he who decides his case beforsa 
he hears :t, is unwise?” queried Judze 
Woodson. 

“Mr. Nelson’s return to Judge 
Guthrie’s citation for contempt wus 
a confession,” said Dean. ‘“Bésides, 
the ruling was only tentative an 
subject to change by competent evi- 
dence or arguments.”’ 

Report Exonerates Nelson. 

The report of Commissioner 
was to tne effect that the article 
published by Nelson, for which he 
was cited for contempt, found guilty 
and sentenced to jail for one day, 
was substantially true. 

He further held that it was not 
contemptuous, but was a fair report 
of what happened in the court, writ- 
ten without malice by the reporter 
and without the knowledge of Nelson. 

The court took the case under ad- 
visement and will render an opinion 
later.

ALBANY, N. Y., May 3—The Sen- 
ate, at its final session today, defeat- 
ed a bill which would have permitted 
the sale of liquor in New York City, 
between 1 and 11 p. m. on Sunday.

Fred Coyne Lost Fight He 


‘Won on Foul 
to a Doctor 


Local Pugilist, in Hospital as Result of Injury in Bout 
Here, Had Agreed to Abide by Physician’s Examina- 
tion When Struck by Rowan. 


Some of the stories had it that Coyne, 
who was receiving the worst of the 
fistic argument, had “laid down’’ to 
escape defeat. Then others had it that 
the contest was a “frame-up.” Fol- 
lowing this a story was circulated to 
the effect that Coyne had been removed 
to a hospital, been operated upon and 
was likely to die. 

I was referee on the occasion referred 
to, and when these stories came to my 
ears I deemed it my duty to investi- 
gate. So far as the first two are con- 
cerned there is no merit to them and 
they may be dismissed without further 
thought. But Coyne did go to a hos- 
pital and was operated upon, but there 
has never been the slightest likelihood 
ef his dying as a result of that, 


Coyne Out Until Fall. 


When Coyne was seen at the hospital 
on Friday afternoon he was progress- 
ing nicely ana had been assured that he 
would be able to leave the early part 
of this week. On the advice of his 
physician, however, he will not attempt 
to enter the ring until the early fall. 

There is no doubt that Coyne was 
struck a low blow, contrary to the 
earnest belief of Rowan and my own im- 
pression, and is a striking illustration 
of how even those who are closest at the 
time of an accident may be deceived. I 
did not think Coyne had been struck 
where he claimed to have been, nor 
did Rowan, who is one of the fairest 
boxers that has appeared in a _ local 
ring; but Coyne was so insistent that I 
gave him the benefit of the doubt and 
called ‘“‘time out” until the extent of 
his injury could be ascertained. It was 
agreed that if the examining physician 
found that Coyne had been fouled he 
would be declared the winner, if not he 
would be declared the loser. It seemed 
the only fair thing to do under the cir- 
cumstances,. and Coyne holds no ani- 
mosity because the opinion was ren- 
dered against him. On the contrary, 
Coyne views the accident as an unfor- 
tunate circumstance for which no one 
was to blame with intent to injure. 


Few Fouls Intentional. 


The case of Coyne is not an excep- 
tional one in ring affairs, and acci- 
dents are unavoidable in all strenu- 
ous sports. It is seldom that a boxer 
deliberately fouls another in this 
manner, and when he does itis usual- 
ly so apparent as to leave but little 
room for doubt; but many a foul is 
committed within the meaning of the

of the boxer dealing the blow. 

It very often happehs that a boxer 
contributes to his own injury by de- 
flecting a perfectly fair blow in an 
endeavor to parry or counter. 

I believe that was true when Harry 
Brewer was declared the loser on a foul 
when boxing Eddie Randall during the past 
winter before the St. Louis Athletic Club 
in this city. Brewer has never been con- 
sidered unfair in the ring and no ‘sus- 
picion rested that he had deliberately fouled 
Randall. 

As a matter of fact the blow that Brewer 
started to deliver was a body blow and 
perfectly fair, but just then Randall stepped 
forward and, in attempting to parry or 
block tae blow, threw it low. The exam- 
Ining physicians on that occasion decided 
that he would be unable to continue and 
Randall was declared the winner because 
he had been fouled within the meaning of 
the rules, though he had accidentally con- 
tributed to his own disablement. 

This may have happened in the Coyne- 
Rowan bout, but if it did it was done so 
quickly that I failed, from my position, to 
see it. 


Referee Can’t See Everything. 


Some persons seem to think that a referee 
should see everything that takes place in the 
ring, but this is at times impossible, though 
the thing that happens and escapes his 
vision is perfectly plain to some of the | “PL. 
spectators. 

This sort of thing happens on a ball field, 
or in a wrestling match or in a good many 
other sports. It is a well-known fact that 
when a knockout takes place in a boxing 
contest very few of the spectators know 
what punch did it and there is great di- 
versity of opinion. 


Can Physician Tell? 


The fouling of Coyne and its consequent 
results, as in similar instances, suggests 
@ grave doubt that a physician can always 
ascertain the extent of injury immediately 
followirig the landing of a low blow. After 
interviewing a number of the medical pro- 
fession the writer found a wide differgnce 
of opinion, 

There is no doubting the fact that the 
physician whe examined Coyne was earnest 
in his belief that the boxer had not been 
fouled, and yet developments proved that he 
had been. 

Inasmuch ag even the medical profession 
can be deceived in this particular, the only 
safe solution appears to be in demanding 
that boxers provide themselves with pro- 
tection before they are permitted to enter

Wilson Plan to Bring It in 
Line for Recognition.

MEXICO CITY, May 3.—Nothing 
could indicate more impressively the 
recent change of gentiment on the 
part of Americans here toward Am- 
bassador Henry Lane Wilson than 
the severe snubbing administered to 
him Thursday when he attempted to 
compel the Society of the American 
Colony in Mexico to adopt resolu- 
tions to be forwarded to Washingtor 
favoring recognition of the Huerta 
administration by the American Gov- 

ernment. 

This is the same organization 
which, after the downfall of the Ma- 
dero government and the killing of 
Madero and Pino Suarez, not only 
adopted. resolutions eulogizing the 
Ambassador inordinately, but sent a 
committee to Washington at Wilson’s 
behest to beg the President to keep 
him in office. Now Wilson’s indis- 
creet essay to compel the Americans 
here to take a hand in Mexican poli- 
tics not only has led to his being 
wholly discredited by the organiza- 
tion which two months ago seemed 
sclidly arrayed behind him, but. 
what ig more important and discon. 
certing to him, lays upon him the re- 
sponsibility of placing the Huerta 
administration in a position to be re- 
buffed by Americans in Mexico, 

Since Ambassador Wilson has been 
virtuall¥ discredited by Washington 
and unable to keep his promises re- 
garding recognition from the United 
States, which it is reasonable to pre- 
sume he made to Huerta, it is an 
open secret that the Mextzsan Gov- 
ernment is inclined to took askance 
at him. Rumorg hai been heard that 
the Ambassador intended to try 
to bring the American colony in line 
for recognition. 

Tried to Work Plan Secretly. 

Although he tried to work the plan 
secretly, it is known that he Summoned 
J. L, Starr Hunt. one of his intimates, 
to the Embassy and told him that he, 
Wilson, and Lebbeus R. Wi! fley of St. 
Louis, known as"assfstant to the Am- 
bassador, thought the colony should 
adopt resolutions favoring recognition. 

Hunt convened the Board of Gover- 
nors of the colony and laid the Ambas- 
sador’s views before them. To the con- 
sternation of the Wilson supporters the 
Governors proved to be in an intract- 
able mood. 

They declared that the Ambassador 
had no right to ask the colony for the 
proposed action, and that while per- 
sonally every American present was of 
the opinion that the Huerta administra- 
tion should be recognized, all depre- 
cated the Ambassador’s scheme as one 
not only to plunge the organization into 
Mexican politics, a situation which was 
surely to be hotly resented by all 
classes of Mexicans, but also to place it 
in a position of trying to teach the 
United States Government its business. 

Repadiation Vexes Ambassador. 

Every Governor at the meeting, in- 
cluding the Ambassador’s “errand 
boys,” voted against the proposal. 
Wilson is said to have displayed unmis- 
takable evidence of vexation when the 
recalcitrant attitude of the meeting was 
conveyed to him, He even intimated 
that if some one had not bungled the 
scheme it would have been jammed 
through. 

There is talk today among the more 
radical members of the colony, who are 
heartily disgusted with the Ambassador, 
of cabling a protest to Washington 
against his attempt to deliver the col- 
ony to Huerta. Seme persons believe 
that Wilson is scheming to land: a job 
under the Mexican Government when 
his resigndtion is accepted at Wash- 
ington. 

Series of Battles Between Federals 
and Rebels at Victoria, Mexico. 

HIDALGO, Tex., May . 3.—Refugees 
from Mexico report today that a series 
of battles between Federals and rebels 
have been fought this week at Victoria, 
capital of the State of Tampaulipas, 
about 100 miles south of here. In the 
‘first engagement, last Tuesday, 19 were 
killed, and in subsequent encounters the 
casualties on each side were heavy. At 
last accounts the Federals were in pos- 
session of the town.

Quiet has reigned everywhere since 
the President’s death, but precau- 
tions against any possible outbreak 
were immediately taken by Gen, Pot- 
teyin, commander-in-chief, who. or- 
dered all the trcops to hold them- 
selves in readiness to suppress disor- 
ders. 

Auguste had been President since 
Aug. 9 last year. He succeeded Gen. 
Cincinnatus Leconte, who met a trag- 
ic death, together with 400 officia's 
and soldiers, in a fire which de- 
stroyed the national palace Aug. 8. 

The National Assembly met today, 
but owing to the lack of a quorum, 
failed to elect a successor to President 
Auguste. An endeavor will be made 
to hold a session tomorrow after the 
funeral of the President.

Patrolman Dan Mitchell of Central

Daughter of Gaekwar of Baroda 
Ends Engagement With 
Son of Maharajah. 


HE 1S OF LOWLY ORIGIN 


His Famliy Tried, However, to 
Conceal Descent by Claiming 
Divine Ancestry. 


Special Cable to the New York World 
and Post-Dispatch. 
BOMBAY, India, May 3.—A profound 


sensation was caused today by the sud- 
den breaking of the projected marriage 
of Princess Indra, only daughter of the 
reigning Gaekwar of Baroda, te Prince 
Jitendra, son of the Maharajah of Cooch 
Behar, which was to have been cele- 
brated in Calcutta on Monday next. 

The Princess announced her decision 
to her parents and her affianced last 
evening and sailed this morning for En- 
gland, 

Elaborate preparations had been made 
for the ceremony in which descendants 
of two of the most prominent native 
rulers in India were to have been united. 
The reason for the step taken by the 
Princess, has not been divulged, but 
it is understood that it is probably a 
question of caste. 

The hitch in all probability occurred 
because the family of the native Prin- 
cess of Baroda belongs to the nation 
which at one time was one of the chief 
branches of the Mahratta Confederacy 
ruling a great part of India, while the 
Royal Family of Cooceh Behar is said 
to have come from a tribe of aboriginal 
descent and to have laid claim to divine 
erigin in order to conceal its lowly caste. 
This difference in caste would consti- 
tute a barrier to a Hindu marriage. 

Educated in England. 

The Maharajah of Cooch Behal, whose 
name is Raj Rajendra Narain Bhup Ba- 
hadur, is well known in London. He 
was educated in England, and 80 was 
his son, Jitendra, who was made bank- 
rupt in London in 1911 for a small debt 
which was afterward paid and his bank- 
ruptcy rescinded. In India the Mahara- 
jah is entitled to a salute of 13 guns. 

The young Princess Indra is also a 
familiar figure in the British Isles. 

Such an occurrance is almost unique 
among the quling families of India, and 
it is said to be traceable to the Prin- 
cess’ unusual intimacy with English 
and American customs and life. The 
Maharani of Baroda, her mother, is the

His full name is His High- 
ness the Maharajah Gaekwar of Baroda 
Nir Sayaji Rao III. His son, Shrimat 
Jaisingrae, studied at Harvard Univer- 
sity, and the Gaekwar himself hag vis- 
ited the United States. 

It was reported that during the Durbar 
at Delhi, at which King George was 
crowned Emperor of India, the Gaekwar 
insulted the King by not appearing in 
full dress. 

Visited U. S. im 1906. 

The Gaekwar and his wife, the “most 
beautiful woman in India” visited the 
United States in 196 and in the sum- 
mer of 1907 and with them on their 
last trip was Prince Jaisink, then a 
junior in Harvard, where he was called 
“The Gaek’” and Princess Indra Ra- 
pai. The Princéss Indra is toasted as 
“the most beautiful princess in India’”’ 
and as her .father’s wealth is a by- 
word she is also considered the ‘‘great- 
est catch.”’ 

During their stay in New York, the 
Gaekwar and. his son wore convention- 
al English clothes. The Maharanee and 
Princess Indra went unveiled, but wore 
their native robes. Both mother and 
daughter motored every day. The Ma- 
haranee was never without the price- 
less pearl. collar and ear rings and the 
great diamond bracelet that are the 
most valued pieces in the Gaekwar's 
treasure house. 

The Princess was then 18 years old. 
She was slender and small. She had 
big, soft eyes, veiled by long, silky 
lashes and her complexion was the 
color of rich cream. Through her sec- 
retary she told an interviewer that she 
had never danced in her life. 

“It would not be considered proper for 
the Princess to waltz or twostep, even 
with another girl, and ![t would be un- 
thinkable for her to dance with a man,” 
explained the secretary. ‘She has never 
gone in for the more violent athletics, 
either, and looks with wonder on your 
tall, muscular young women who swim 
and fence and stride over golf courses.” 

Praised American Women. 

The.Princess admitted, through the 
secretary, that she had never met 4& 
man except the members of her own 
family. She loved the theater and saw 
all the modern plays from the seclusion 
of her box. 

Both the Princess and the Maharanee 
praised American women, differing from 
Jaisink, who told reporters that he pre- 
ferred Indian. girls. 

Jaisink, the “Gaek,’’ was devoted to 
poker in college. Though slated to rule 
over 2,000,000 subjects when his father 
dies, he was “nursed” by Bob Potter, the 
football player. Potter drew a princely 
salary from the Gaekwar. His job was 
to put “The Gaek” to bed early every 
night. 

The Maharajah’s beautiful sister, 
Princess Pretiva, who, like the rest of 
the family, has passed most of her time 
in England, was jilted by a young, hand- 
some and aristocratic Dnglishman, Lio- 
nel Henry Mander, and it nearly brok¢ 
her heart. She threatened suicide and 
gave her frien@s—Claude Grahamme 
White, the aviator, and his American 
wife, a decided scare in Paris.

When the hull was dragged upon the beach, she 
was found to be in astonishimgly good condition 
considering the decades she had lain under water. 
After a century’s. -accumulation of slime was 
scraped away, extensive repairs were begun in 
order to render the craft seaworthy. 

The Perry memorial will be a Doric shaf 
feet high which will serve as a lighthouse, under 
which will be buried the bodies of the American 
and British sailors who’were killed in the battle. 
They now sleep on Bass Island. The shaft will 
stand on a plaza-and will be surrounded by a 
reservation of 14 acres. 

The raising of the Niagara and her triumphant 
cruise about Lake Erie vill serve to awaken in 
thousands._of minds a vivid remembrance of one 
o* the most romantic actions in the splendid his- 
tory of the American navy. The battle of Lake 
Erie was one of the first great naval engagements 
fought on an inland sea. Perry, 7 years old, 
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only 27 
was in semi-disgrace because the Revenge, which 
he commanded, had run ashore and been lost 
two years before at Watch Hill, R. I. He was 
tried by courtmartial, but acquitted. 

Only a hero or a man in desperation would have 
applied, as he did, to be assigned to naval service 
en the Great Lakes in the War of 1812. The bril- 
liant actions of the conflict wer. being performed 
on the high, seas. The surrender of Hull at oe 
troit and the command of the lakes by Barclay, 
veteran of Trafalgar and a companion of re 
heroic Nelson, seemed to have relinquished that 
American territory now known as the Northwest 
to British supremacy. 

Perry, arriving at Put-in Bay, found himself 
a commander without a fleet. He resolved to 
build one, and the building of the ships which 
humbled the hero of Trafalgar was an even great- 
er feat than the victory of Lake Erie itself. One 
fact will epitomize the entire enterprise. The 
chain cable of the Niagara was carried through 


-the wilds for 600 miles on the shoulders of 


volunteer sailors. 

The most desperate measures were employed 
to recruit a crew. About 50 per cent of the Jack 
Tars were negroes. Among the rest was a con- 
siderable nutnber of landsmen, and to most of his 
Canney mary had to teach the A-B-C’s of cannon 
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Nevertheless, as soon as he had his ships com- 
pleted and the requisite number of men on board, 
Perry sallied forth to defy the enemy. After 
some hesitation on the. part of the British, the 
challenge was accepted, and the fleets soon lay 
face to face. 


Perry’s flagship was the Lawrence, and his 
banner bore the last words of the heroic com- 
mander of the Chesapeake: “Don't give up the 
ship.” 

The Lawrence and the )Piagara were Perry's 
largest vessels. The later was captained by Com- 
mandant. Elliot. ~ Perry, whose ordnance was 
superior at close range and infertur at long range 
to that of the enemy, pressed into the heart of the 
British fleet. There the Lawsence was quickly 
riddled from bow to stern and most of: the crew 
were killed or wounded. For some reason not yet 
accurately determined, Elliot held the Niagara 
aloof and did not go to the aid of the Lawrence. 


Then occurred one of the most dramatic inci- 
dents of all naval warfare. Perry, with his young 
brother, then a midshipman, and four sailors, 
embarked in a rowboat and set out for the 
Niagara. About his arm was wrapped the banner 
with its legend, “Don’t give up the ship.” Dur- 
ing their passage half a dozen vessels bent upon — 


Niagara, thence to pluck victory from defeat.

On several 
occasions he was seen wandering beside tte fatal 
pool and along the overhanging bluff, from which 
the theory was that Ragsdale’s body had been 
fiung. He explained that he was searching for 
clews which might betray the murderer, and his 
expressed ambition to avenge his friend’s death 
was praised in the community. 

In @ few days a suspect was arrested and -had 
@ preliminary hearing at Silex. wcJovelady at- 
tended the session and hung with an absorption 
which seemed a tribute to the memory of his 
dead chum upon every syllable of testimony. He 
became visibly agitated as the evidence swung 
this way and that. But at the end, when the 
prisoner’s innocence was proved, Lovelady sprang 
up eagerly and grasped his hand with congratu- 
lations which ever then, spectators now remem- 
ber, impressed then vaguely as ‘ eing oddly fer- 
vent. 

After some weeks a baffled Coroner’s jury ré- 
turned a non-committal verdict of “death by 
drowning.” The popular conclusion wag reached 
that the tragedy vas the resuit of accident, that 
Ragsdale had fallen from his horse whije riding 
beside the pool. As the years passed, the case 
became almost forgotten. 

About a year after Ragsdale’s death, Lovelady 
carried out a purpose he had expresseg long be 
fore. He left Arkansas for the Wost. Letters

It 
read: 

“Fort Stellaccom, Wash. 

“Sheriff of Pope County, Russellville, Ark. 

“Dear Sir:—Yesterday we admitted to this in- 
stitution a patient by the name of Harvey Love- 
ludy, who, upon examination, told us a rather 
peculiar story which might *e one insane 
delusions, and, again, there might be some truth 
in it. 

“He is very depressed and <« ‘idently suffering 
from very distressing “elusions or worrving about 
some act he has committed. He stated to our 
traveling guard that he realized he was an officer 
gent out from Arkansas and said he would. make 
a clean breast of the affair. 

“He acknowledged having killed one Tom Rags- 
dale, whose father, William Ragsdale, now lives 
a' Hagarville, Ark. He says this deed was com- 
mitted near Silex, Pope County, passers ct in 
February, 1905. 

“He claimed that in company with Ragsdale 
they had been drinking a great deal in Silex and 
were both much intoxicated and got into a fight, 
iv which Ragsdale was kilicd. 

“Lovelady then went through Ragsdale’s 
pockets and claims he appropriated about $40. He 
then threw the body into a river or a creek 
nearby. The man tells quite a straight story. 
“A, F. CALHOUN, Superintendent, Western Hos- 

pital for the Insane.”

N a letter to the Lancet, Dr. Reginald Morton, 
president of the Section of Electro-Therapeu- 
tics, Royal Society of Medicine, says there are 

few medical men, and still fewer laymen, who

rives—but he should send for medical assistauce 
if there is anyone else present.

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Y own experience as 
regards marksman- 
ship was much the 
same as my experi- 
ence as regards 
horsemanship. There 
are men -whose eye 
and hand are so 
quick and so sure 
that they achieve a 
perfection of marks- 
manship to which no 

practice will enable ordinary men to attain. 
There are other men who cannot learn to 
shoot with any accuracy at all. In between 
come the mass of men of ordinary abilities 
who, if they choose resolutely to practice, 
ean by sheer industry and judgment make 
themselves fair rifle shots. The men who 
show this requisite industry and judgment 
can without special difficulty raise them- 
selves to the second class of respectable 
rifle shots; and it is to this class that I be- 
long. But to have reached this point of 
marksmanship with the rifle at a target by 
no means implies ab‘lity to hit game in the 
field, especially dangerous game. 

All kinds of other qualities, moral and 
physical, enter into being a good hunter, 
and especally a geod hunter after canger 
ous game, just as all kinds of other qua:- 
ities in addition to skill with the rifle enter 
into being a good soldier. With dangerous 
game, after a fair degree of efficiency with 
the rifle has been attained, the prime re- 
quisites are cool judgment and that kind 
of nerve whch consists in avoiding being 
rattled. Any beginner is apt to have ‘‘ buck 
fever,’’ and therefore no beginner should 
go at dangerous game. 

Buck fever means a state of intense 
nervous excitement which may be entirely 
divorced from timidity. It may affect a 
man the first time he has to speak té a 
large audience just as it affects him the 
first time he sees a buck or goes into bat- 
What such a man needs is not courage, 
but nerve control, cool-headedness. This 
fhe can get only by actual practice. He 
-} must, by custom and repeated exercise of 
self-mastery, get his nerves thoroughly un- 
der control. This is largely a matter of 
habit, in the sense of repeated effort and 
repeated exercise of will power.

to be able to stop him. But the amount of 
prowess which warrants a man in relying 
on his ability to perform this feat does not 
by any means justify him in thinking that, 
for instance, he can crawl after a wounded 
iion into thick cover. 

I have known men of indifferent prowess 
to perform this latter feat successfully, but 
at least as oftei they have been unsuccess- 
ful, and in these cases the result has been 
unpleasant. The man who habitually fol- 
lows wounded lions into thick cover must 
be a hunter of the highest skill, or he can 
count with certainty on an ultimate maul- 
ing. 

The first two or three bucks | ever saw 
gave me buek fever badly, but after I had 
gained experience with ordinary game | 
never had buck fever at all with danger- 
xus game. In my case the overcoming of 
buck fever was the result of eonscious ef- 
fort and a deliberate determination to 
overcome it. More happily constituted 
men never have to make this determined 
effort at all—which may perhaps show 


‘that the average man can profit more from 


my experience than he can from those of 
the exceptional man. 

I have shot only five kinds of gnimals 
whieh could fairly called dangerous 
game—that is, the lion. elephant, rhinoc- 
eros, and buffalo in Africa, and the big 
grizzly bear a quarter of a century ago 
in the Rockies. Taking into aceount not 
only my own personal experience, but the 
experiences of many veteran hunters, [ 
regerd all the four African animals, but 
especially the lion, elephant and buffalo, 
as mueh more dangerous than the grizzly. 
Ag it happened, however, the only narrow 
eseape I personally ever had was from a 
grizzly, and in Afriea the animal killed 
closest to me as it was charging wes a 
rhinoeceros—.al] of which goes to show thaf 
a man must not generalize too broadly 
from his own personal experiences. 

On the whole. I think the lion the most 
dangerous of all these five animals; that 

1 think that, if fairly hunted, there is 
a larger percentage of hunters killed or 
mauled for a giver number of lions killed 
than for a given number of any one of the 
other animals. Yet 1 personally had no dif- 
ficulties with lions. ! twice killed lions 
which were at bay aid just starting to 
charge, and I[ killed a iwavy-maned male 
while it was in full charge. But in each 
instance I had plenty of !veway, the ani- 
mal being so far off that ev~n if my bullet 
had net been fatal | should have had time 
for a couple more shots. 

The African buffalo is undoubtedly a 
dangerous beast, but it happened that the 
few that I shot did not charge. A _ bull

mt member, partitioned a sovereign American 
among themselves as if it had been subject 
ory; giving rise to a civil war which con- 


vulsed Kentucky in the days of the Night Riders. 

The magnate has turned his back upon Duke’s 
Park, his princely estate near Somerville, N. J., 
iu which a $1,000,000 palace overlooks one of the 
most beautiful country places in America. It 
contains 400 more acres than Forest Park in St. 
Louis and twice as many acres as Central Park 
ix New York. In spaciousness it is surpassed by 
only one private estate in the United States—that 
of John D. Rockefeller at Tarrytown, N. Y. Duke 
also abandoned a $500,000 residence, on Fifth 
Avenue, New York. | 

With him sailed his beautiful wife, who, as 
the relict of William Inman, an Atlanta cotton 
merchant, was celebrated as “the rich Georgia 
widow.”’ Duke fell in love with her at first sight 
and married her in 19v/, having civorced his first 
wife after a sensational trial. They have a baby 
daughter. 

The expatriation of the Dukes is reported to 
be partly on account of Mrs. Du'e’s social ambi- 
tions. Through her nusband. she has the sinews 
of war for a campaign among the elite of Eu- 
rope to the tune ef $75,000,000. An accomplished 
and handsome woman, in the summer of matur- 
ity, this daughter of the South is reported as 
sighing for greater worlds to conquer than New 
York and Newport. 

She will launch a campaign of lavish enter- 
tainment at Dorchester House, the picture gal- 
leries of which her husband has already rein- 
forced by the purchase of many costly works of 
art. 

Duke, on his part, will devote his remarkable 
business talents to the British-/.merican Tobacco 
Co., in which he owns a controlling interest. It 
is an open secret that the American Tobacco 
Trust is as absolutely master of the tobacco trade 
ix England as it was in the United States prior 
to its dissolution. 

Duke's rise was one of the romances of Amer- 
ican business. His father, Washington Duke, 
established a smai! tobacco manufzcturing plant 
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James B. Duke. 


at Durham, N. C The business grew to such 
proportions that James B. Duke was sent to New 
York about 30 years ago as manager of the 
branch there. Although he drew a salary of 
$50,000 a year, he is said to have boarded for a 
long time at a Harlem Hotel at $6 a week. “Save 
the pennies and the dollars will take care of 
tnemselves,”’ is an old maxim. Duke saved his 
thousands of dollars, putting them back into the 
business, and millions were added unto him. 


It was he who conceived the big idea of a na- 
tional tobacco trust. His firm bought out rival 
piants all over the country and closed them down. 

In St. Louis alone thousands of men were 
thrown out of work so that the monopoly would 
not be endangered. When the mastery of the 
American Tobacco Co. became national, he 
launched out on an international campaign, which 
concuered the free-trade markets of England as 
it had done the tariff-protected trade of the 
United States. 

In France, Germany, Italy anid a 
smaller European countries, trade in 
* government monopoly. The these 
countries were accustomed to purchase their to- 
bacco at public auction in Kentucky, the produce 
going to the highest bidder. In Duke's opinion, 
this competition was wasteful. 

As president of the American Tobacco Co. he 
dictated a treaty with the p:incipal foreign pur- 
chasers by which Kentucky was partitioned 
among them and his company. Germany received 
an allotment of a certain territory, France of an- 
other, Italy of another and the American Tobacco 
Co. of still ancther. The agents were forbidden 
to purchase in the territory assigned to their as- 
sociates in the treaty. Competition in bidding 
was destroyed and the price of tobacco to the 
producer fell. 

The result was a bloody revolt of 
“Night Riders,” who sallied out and burned the 
warehouses of the trust. The tobacco farmers 
formed a defensive and offensive alliance and 
sent representatives to Congress.

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with the result that the Government began liti- 
gation which ended in the dissolution of the 
American Tobacco Co. by the Supreme Court. 
That the dissolution was ostensible rather than 
real was shown by the fact that since the decree, 
as in the case of Standard Oil, the value of to- 
bacco stock has been enhanced by millions of 
dollars. Duke might well have wished that the 
Government would dissolve his company annual- 
ly. 

But the recent revolution in public sentiment 
has inflicted a penalty more grevious to captains 
of industry than Government prosecution. Ten 
or twenty years ago men such as Duke were held 
up to the emulation of American youth as ex- 
amples to be followed. It was popularly an ad- 
mirable thing that a barefoot boy should rise until 
he could conclude commercial treaties with 
foreign powers. Time was when school boys were 
informed by optimistic pedagogues that’ they 
might become Presidents of the United States. 
Later, they were told they were potential Cai- 
negies, Rockefellers, Schwabs and Dukes. 


Then came a popular right-about-face and the 
demand was that the former idols should be sent 
to jail. Monopoly came to be regarded as a crime 
against public welfare. The name of “mu!timil- 
licnaire,’’ once held in reverence, became almost 
one of opprobrium. The Government reflected 
the popular feeling by firing a bh oadside of dis- 
suits against the varicns “trusts,” in-

The most celebrated of American cxiles is William Waldorf Astor, who mapy ycars ago 
gave up his citizenship in the United States to become a British subject.

schools in which those workers are trained. 

But only lately have students of human energy 
and efficiency realized that time and money could 
be saved by standardizing little Americans practi-

itself.

Yes, the sort of bread and cakes and jelly your 
mother used to make, gorgeous quilts and gay 
hand painting. But all these occupy an amaz- 
ingly small amount of space. The bulk of the 
room is given over to a Better Babies Contest, 
with its accompanying child-welfare exhibit. 

If you are permitted inside the examination 
rooms, vou will find interested mothers and 
grandmothers and aunties, and sometimes fathers, 
watching the examination process. Baby is 
stripped, weighed, measured, examined for per- 
fections and defects, and then its mental or in- 
telligence measure is taken by means of scientific 
tests. If the baby comes up to a certain standard 
it is eligible to enter the final contest for prizes. 
If it falls below the standard, the parents are 
told why. 

Again I hear the voice of the pessimist. 

“But what good does it do American babies if 
hundreds of them are disqualified?” 

Disqualification, according to the Better Babies 
system, is not final. The parents are not only 
told what is wrong, but how to change and better 
conditions for their babies. 


The examining doctor pokes an _ inquisitive 
finger into baby’s throat and what does he find’ 
Adenoids! The farmer-father of that baby would 
know what to do with a swollen gland on the 
throat of a prize-winning mare’s colt, or blight 
on a field of what ought to be one-hundred per 
cent wheat, but he never heard of adenoids, which 
interfere with his child’s breathing. 


But the doctors who are judges at a Better 
Babies contest do know all about adenoids. The 
baby goes to a specialist, has the adenoids cut 
ut, begins to breathe properly, the little brain 
clears and works normally, and the baby comes 
back to the State Fair next year, 
“class” and wins a prize. 

Or a small three-year-old passes his physical 
examinations with flying colors, but. falls down 
on the mental development test. His disposition 
ix sullen or irritable and he shows nervousness. 
A specialist looks at his eys and finds a defect 
in vision which can be remedied with glasses. 

No wonder the small man is irritable. He is 
never frée from headache, and what grown-up 
can endure chronic headache? The small con- 
testant may never come back to another fair, be- 
cause as a rule three years is the maximum ace 
for entries, but thanks to a Better Babies Con- 
test and examination he has been given a fresh 
start in life. 

His eves have been fitted with glasses, the de- 
fect in vision being cured and he will start into 
school and eventually a business or professional 
career free from the terrible handicap of weak 
vision and chronic headache. 

Take as a concrete example the case of little 
Alice Milstein, daughter of a Polk County farmer.

Now you see just what standardizing babies 
means—just bringing them up to the standard of 
health and inteiligence set by norma’ baies 

And the strangest part of it all is that the 
country baby needs standardizing just as much 
as the city baby, while the small fown bal.v of 
well-to-do parents is often found to be of no 
higher standard than the baby of the tenements: 

That is why doctors the country over and in- 
telligent parents of moderate and comfortable 
circumstances are so tremendbusly interested in 
the standardization of the American baby. It 
costs less to raise and educate a normally healthy 
baby, so the Better Babies Contest means a Sav- 
ing of actual cash to parents and the State. 

The Better Babies Movement started five years 
ago in Louisiana. The prize-winners at the first 
contest have been raised along methods of stand- 
aidization and today are a gource of pride to 
the State. Mrs. de Garmo, who is nationally 
known as the leading spirit in the work for good 
roads for little school children, arranged the first 
contest, which was held at Shreveport, La., in 
connection with the State Fair. This was in

Educational theorists for génerations regarded 
this wise man’s answer as nothing more than a bit 
of methaphysical jesting But of late years they 
have begun to wonder whether it might not be the 
expression of a protound truth. Puzzling over the 
“preak-down’’ of the boasted public schooi system, 
as evinced by its obvious failure to develcp in the 
Breat majority of those graduating from it a true 
and lasting love of knowledge and the ability really 
to use their reasoning powers, educators are to-day 
asking themselves, in constantly increasing num- 
bers, if the failure of the schools may. not at 
bottom be due to the unworkability of the material 
—the boys and girls—sent to them to be turned into 
“finished products.” |

ently ever sinte' the discovery of the psychological 
law that early childhood is pre-eminently the period 
in life when’ habits, good or bad, are most readily 
and ‘ most enduringly formed. Theoretically this 
would ‘corroborate the old philpsopher’s declaration 
by implyjng’ that unless care is taken to train a 
ehild from | dptancy. 4n habits of clear, logical think- 
ing, and, to‘‘irspire him with an interest in profit- 
able things, liabits of wrong thinking and interests 
of questionable. value are pretty ‘sure. to be de- 
veloped, ‘and may never be entirély eradicated no 
matter New good thé education he afterward re- 
celves.: tAnd, aside from this theoretical corrobora- « 
tion, educators, especially: in our county, are ‘more 
and mare beginning to appreciate the true signifi- 
cance of the eage’s: answer. in the Hght of certain 
interesting ‘experiments made by .a little group: of 
American: nether and mothers Within the ‘past few 
years. .

Another of these wonderful 
children ig Prof. Leo Wiener’s 
son. Norbert Wiener. who re- 
cently graduated from ‘Tufts 
College at fourteen, and at 
present, though omy eighteen. 
has just been awarded the 
Ph.D. degree at Cambridge In 
June he rook his preliminary 
examinations for this degree, 
writing in six subjects, and 
obtaining five marks of A and 
one of B, the highest mark- 
ings possible. And, according 
to his father, not once since 
he began his schooling has he 
taken a note in the classroom, 
mor read up especially for an 
examination. The same bril- 
liancy of intellect character- 
izes nis Pwo sisters, Constance 
and Bertha, the former of 
whom is a student at Rad- 
cliffe, while Bertha, at the 
tender age of nine, has already 
had a year at high school. A 
younger ‘brother, Fritz, aged 
five, gives promise of equal- 
ling, if not surpassing, the rec- 
ords made by his brother and 
sisters. 
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Fully as noteworthy are the 


achievements of the four chil- 
dren of the Rev. A. A. Berle 
of Cambridge, Mass., one of the 
most popular and progressive 
clergymen in Greater Boston. The oldest of the 
named Lina, entered Radcliffe before 
She was fifteen; the second, Adolf Berle jr., passed 
the entrance examination into Harvard at thirteen 
and a half, the third, Miriam, is about to take tke 
Radcliffe entrances; and the youngest, Rudolf, hus 
been in the high school since he was nine. 

Both Lina and Adolf have done unusually well in 
college. The former would have been graduated in 
three years had the Radcliffe regulations permit- 
ted; the latter has been specializing at Harvard in 
history and government, won @ special prize for a 
historical essay and has been on two Harvard de- 
bating teams against Yale. He has also been a 
prominent memiber of the Harvard Dramatic Club, 
a fact which of itself testifies to his ability to en- 
ter into the social activities of-the college like any 
ordinary student. 


Then, again, in Pittsburgh, there is a littie girl, 
Winifred Sackville Stoner, just ten years old, who 
speaks fluently in half a dozen languages, has been 
an authoress since the age of four, and has written 
hundreds of poems and sketches full of tender im- 
agination and marked by much originality of 
thought. She is especially advanced in knowledge 
of that universal language Esperanto, has written 
a play in it, has made an W3§speranto transla- 
tion.of the rhymes of Mother Goose and has more 
than. once addressed the National Cungress of Es- 
perantists, 

* All these children, it is the firm belief of their 
parents, owe their uncommon mental development 
not to.any exceptional gifts of inheritance but to the 
fact that they were educated in a special way and 
from an unusually early age. The methods employed 
in their education have somewhat varied in detail. 
Young Sidis was first taught, before he was two 
to spell and to read. So were little Miss Stoner 
and Norbert Wiener. Fritz Wiener’s education be- 
gan with instruction in the art of expression 
through drawing, for which he showed distinct ap- 
titude' ‘at the age of three. The Berle children, on 
the other hand, began by learning. wholly by oral 
means, to speak several languages, their father be- 
lieving that in this way the foundations could best 
be laid for all future education. 

/“As*soon as my children began to talk,” he says. 
“I made it my business, with the indispensable help 
of. their -mother, to teach them to express them- 
selves, clearly and accurately, in the best of Eng- 
lish; and I also taught them the same phrases jn 
French, ‘German, and other languages. The reason 
I laid. such stress on the correct use of different 
languages is that I Know no instrument that so 
tends to clarify thought as a keen linguistic sense. 

But however much the initial educationa) pro- 
grammes differed in detail, they were in every case 
basically the same, and rested on the dual principle 
that, provided a start be made soon enough, it is as 


‘easy to interest a child in the acquisition of know)- 


edge a6 it js to interest him in the playing of games 
of little or no educational) value, an? that unless 
an early start is made the child's mind will become 
ocoupied with other interests that will make it aim- 
cult really to educate him later on.

observe accurately and to become familiar with the 
principles of analysis, synthesis and comparison, he 
is certain to fall into loose, and perhaps irremediable. 
weys of thinking 

In this benef all of the parents have acted. No 
matter what the subject with which they began 
their children’s education they ,have invariably 
taken steps to present it to them in such a way as 
to appeal to them with all the force of an interest- 
ing same They have, indeed, invented games with 
which’ to turn their thoughts to whatever it was 
particularly desired they should learn. ‘Thus, de- 
spite his present phenomenal mastery of mathe- 
matics, it is not so many years since William Sidis, 
then a pupil in a Brookline Mass., public school, 
seemed utterly incapable of grasping the simplest 
principles of arithmetic. His father, contident that 
the trouble lay in the inability of the child’s teach- 
ers to interest him in arithmetic, took him in hand, 
bought him a box of dominoes, and with these de- 
vised games which required knowledge of addition, 
subtraction, multiplication and division. At once 
his son found arithmetic “good fun.” and in less 
than a year passed to the study of algebra, trig- 
onometry and geometry. He was not shen seven. 

‘Similarly Dr. Berle taught history, geography 
geology, and other subjects to his children by link- 
ing up the principal facts with the children’s ordin- 
ary avocations and pastimes. The little ditches tney 
dug in their backyard. became the trenches and 
moats of Julius Caesar in his conquest of Gaul. The 
action of water foured into these same ditches pro- 
vided material for a lesson ih the significance of 
geological erosion. The lines.and angles of the 
tennis court afforded lessons in geometry, and so on. 
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Norbert Wiener, who has just received his Ph.D. degres from 
Cambridge, at eighteen years of age. 


Much the same method was adopted by Prof. 
Wiener, particularly in the summer time, when he 
save—and still continues to give—a good part of his 
vacation to taking his children on long tramps 
through the White Mountains, there to study botany, 
geclogy, natural history, astronomy, and much else 
from the great text book of Nature. 

“And on these walks,” said he, not long ago, “I do 
not. merely point things out to the children. Rather, 
I encourage them to point things out to me, to use 
their eyes, to make their own inferences. It is the
